Take the case of Uev. W. J. White, 
Uie editor of a Baptist weekly published 
at Augusta, Ga. 
White is a man of in- 
telligence and integrity, and liis ac- 
count of bis early life lius never been 
disputed. 


Briefly this ii the story: A few year« 
befon the war a dark fared t)oy made 
bis appearance on a large Georgia plan- 
tation. He wtw supposed to be a niulut- 
to. and when the planter 
died 
the 
youngster was sold with the estate. 


After (lie war this alleged mulatto 
picked up an education and investigated 
his ancestry. 
He was not much sur- 
prised to learn that he did not have a 
particle of negro blood in his veins. His 
mother was un Indian and his father 
was a white nuui. 


White was not long in deciding to 
cast his lot with the blacks. Ho had al- 
ways been cluKsedwith them. It seemed 
to l)e the will of the Almiphty that ho 
should share the burdens of the negro 
race, and he mode up his mind to stick 
to his old compauions. 


He proHp«red and became a leader 
among the iM>oplc. He has tlie respe<?t 
and confidence of iKtth races, but he has 
never attempted to rise above what he 
believes to be his divinely ordained 
Mphere. It is easy to s(>o at a glance that 
this man is not a mulatto or a quad- 
roon, for his mixed Indian and Cau- 
casian blood cannot be mistaken; but hn 
has no desire to cut loose from the ex- 
slaves with whom ho luu< spent the 
best years of his life. 


Many of the white miuisters of his 
denomination know the peculiar facts 
of his case, and tliey treat him with 
great consideration. 
Uncomplainingly 
he leads his life of »rlf Kaci itice. nnd his 
only object seems to be the advancement 
of his adopted race. 
He nutiried a mu- 
latto and submits to all the laws and 
social distinct ions which separate the 
two races in the south. 


Few men similaily situated would 
have followed White's examide. 
As a 
rule, people of Indian and wliite parent- 
age claim to be tlie social etpials of the 
whites, and if they have u FtK^ahontas 
strain in tlieir blood they are proud of 
it—^Ohicago Times-Herald.

N a 4 of “ Present Problems,** pnln 
lishod at 1 cent onch at 67 Park 
placo, Now York city, is unquostion« 
ably tho bent pamphlet on tho wage 
question for general difltribntion durhig 
the prcHcnt campaign. It is nnanitwor- 
able. 
No intelligent workingman can 
road it and continno to believe that froo 
coinage will raise his wages. 
Ho w ill 
bo sure that if free coitnigo gives us 
cheap money, as tho farmers oxpeot, 
it will certainly reduco his actual 
wnfies. 
A wage earner may vote for 
Bryan after reading this pamphlet, but 
it will bo for other reasons than any ox- 
poetcd benefit to wages. 


Mr. Warner studios the clTect of 
cheap money cxperhnenlH in tiapan, 
China, India, Chile, British Honduras, 
Mexico and in this country, and in ev­ 
ery cafie he finds unniistakablo evidence 
that cheap silver nnd paper moneys have 
loworcHi waf^es. 
Wherever money has 
been depreciating in value prices havo 
been rising, while wages havo changed 
not at all or have risen less rapidly than 
prices. As a result tho wage earner is 
constantly losing ground, though bo 
may not know why ho has to work 
harder to keep himself and family. 
Consequently tho nninufactarors and 
other employers of labor in silver stand­ 
ard countries are benefited by a depro- 
ciating currency. They find iu silver 
money tho slickest possible schemo of 
redueiiiK wages without tho consont or 
knowledge of their employees. 


In Meximi, where tho workingmen 
aro Kuch chumps that they do not know 
when tho value of their dollars is de­ 
clining, tho bif( employers can keep tho 
country on4he silver standard, but even 
in such t)ackward countries as Chile and 
British Honduras tho wago earners 
could not Ik) imposeil upon forever by 
silver and otln-r cheap money. No class 
of citix(>ns rejolct'd nioro than tho wago 
earners when these» eountrie>i, a short 
time ajio, stopped “ monkeying” with 
silver and adopted the standard of the 
civilized world—gold. 


Mr. Warner quotes numerous admis­ 
sions from sih’erite authorities as to the 
effect of cheap inontiy on wages. 
He 
concluiles that “ if our wage earners 1ms- 
lieve they are getting ttx) high wages, 
and that this country is sull'ering in 
consetpieiice, all they have to do is to 
fake lower wages. If they prefer a 
roundabout way, tht^y can laviu' free 
coinage of silver, and they will get 
their wages cut down half without any 
further trouble on (heir part. • • • 
Thero has nev(>r yet been iiuide a law to 
put into any laboring man’s poeki^t a 
single dollar that he did not earn. 
He. 
of all men, therefore, has the best, right 
to insist (hat there shall l>e no law 
passed (hat W'ill raise (he price of what 
ho hits to buy, and (hus take from him 
any |H>rtioii otw ’hat he has earned *'

oeivo for it 100 legal tender dollaith It 
means that tho government shall eciin, 
freo of charge, in standiurd or legol ten­ 
der silvor dollars, all tho silver balllon 
that may bo prosontod to It, and thus 
pay a premium of 48 per ccnt to vrery 
holder of silver bullion. 


When it is remembered that tho triWer 
producing interest embraces bat aá in* 
flnitesimal portion of tho peoplo of tho 
country as compared with those who 
prtMluco iron, coal, cotton, cottonsb 
woolens, wheat and other products oif 
tho farm, tho monstrous injnsticeef the 
government paying to one potty class 
of producers nearly double the value of 
their products should make eveiy honest 
minded citiion recoil against iti . In 
short, free silver coinage means that 
(be government shall bny all the illTer 
bullion offend at nearly double its mar* 
ket value. 


But the paternalism of the govern­ 
ment toward the silver producen in 
paying nemly double the market valne 
for all their product wonld be Imt m 
small portion of the appalling wrong 
(hat must bo done to the oonntiy 
the 
establishment of such a financial jnrs* 
tem. 
The day that the free and'nnliin* 
ited coinago of silvor on a basis of 16 
to 1 shall bo adopted by this govern* 
ment w'ould witness the entire change 
of our financial system from a gold to a 
silver basis, and this government would 
tako rank with tho pagan aud semicivi- 
li/e*d nations of tlio world, and forfeit 
tbo credit luid coufldenoe of tfa^great 
civilized nations that have so Ij^iely' 
aided our advancement, and without 
which w’o could not maintain commer­ 
cial and industrial prosperity for a day. 


When tho government wantod to bor­ 
row money, it would be required to pay

While his duties are limited oflloially 
to the care ai|d medical tieatment of the 
inmatea of the Tombs, or oity prison. 
Or. O. J. Ward nndoubtedly has one of 
the molt intermting fields of professiona* 
pmctioe and study. It estenda among » 
class of patients which, taken all In 
all, are hardly to be duplicated any­ 
where else. 


It waa not to dilate on the Taluable 
opportunities to acienoe presented to the 
city prison physician for the making of 
a study or specialty of criminology in 
his calling, however, that 1 visited Dr. 
Ward recently, but to ascertain from 
him some of the more interesting details 
of his work and experience. 1 found 
him evidently about 66 years old, with 
pleasant and kindly featurea. When he 
spoke, he expressed himself meditatively 
and to the point. Ills words were well 
weighed, and there could be no miscon- 
itruing his meaning. 


"Oh, there is no doubt of the Tombs 
being a fine place to make a study in 
the line of criminology,” said Dr. Ward 
when I first broached the subject of my 
visit and alluded to the field open in 
this lino. "The material is here, and the 
opportuniites for observation are unlim­ 
ited.” 


In answer to my qnestion as to the 
physical condition of the prisoners at 
tiie Tombs and their ailments the phy­ 
sician replied: 


"About 76 per cent of all that come 
iu here suffer from some gastric and 
nervous troubles, the results of dissipa­ 
tion. Thirty-five per cent of these are or 
have been addicted to the opium or 
morphine habit. After tbiwe opiate vic­ 
tims have been here a short while and 
their acccss to their favorite drug cut 
off their sufferings become pitiable to 
a degree. 


"I have had patients here of this 
class,” ho continued, "to whom I had 
to administer as high as 80 grains of 
morphine in one day to save their lives 
This dose would be sufficient to kill 
about five ordinary persons not accus* 
tomed to tlie drug. ” 


That victims to the opium and mor­ 
phine habits should furnish as muny as 
85 out of every 100 criminals landing 
in the oity prisi«n, when tho police and 
other authorities of the city are pro* 
claiming that the open sale or use of 
theso drugs has been entirely suppressed 
or stamped out, somewhat surprised 
me, and I asked Dr. Ward whence this 
particular class of prisoners oame from. 


"The alcoholic patients are prin- 
eipally from tho upper aeotion of tha 
city, but the morphine or opium vie- 
tims, as a rule, all come from the lower 
part of the city,” he replied. “ One of 
the most pitiable subjects of tho opium 
habit that came hero was George Appo^ 
the green goods operator, who is the s<m 
of Quimbo Appo, the Chinese munlerer. 
Appo testified Iwfore the Lexow com­ 
mittee agains't McNally, the king of 
the green goods men. Appo had nol 
been in tlie Tombs without his opium 
for over u few days when the want of 
the drug began to assert itself on his 
entire system. His moans and groans at 
night fairly kept awake and annoyed 
all the prisoners in the other cells on 
the same corridor. ” 


One curious feature, from a medical 
atandpoiut, about the Tomba prisoners 
fs that tiiey almost immediately become 
seized with the impression that they 
are suffering from all sorts of ailments 
and want treatment. They ruminate 
over their old complaints and shout for 
tlie doctor, whereas if they were at 
homo they wonld never think of need­ 
ing medical attendance. 


With the habitual criminal or **re- 
peaters” and "revolvers,” as they a?« 
called, this is not tho case. These know 
tho regulationsof the prison and under­ 
stand that the least troublesome way to 
get along is to cause as little annoyance 
as possible. It is remarkable also to no­ 
tice how newcomers to the city prison 
quite readily become reconciled to the 
surroundings. The first day they appar* 
ently feel their degradation, bnt in a 
few days it is wonderful to behold 
them, laughing and joking abont their 
priMlioaments. 


Equally remarkable is the way the 
newcomers, or at least those committed 
for petty offenses, will take to lionising 
and looking up to those committed for 
tho higher grades of crime, auch as 
murder and bank robbery. 


"A clam of people who are great at 
feigning illness are those wb^o oome 
down here from the workhouse on 
Blackwell’s island, ” said Dr. Ward fur 
tber. “ As soon as 1 bear of these 
complaining and find them in a normal 
oonditioa 1 toll tiiein they require no 
medicine, and if tliey take any it will 
do them ic.ore harm than good. If they 
are persistent after my examination or 
advice, why, I give them a prescription 
calling for placebo, which is really 
something in the name of a medicine 
on!y, but in reality composed of pills ¡4 
oommon broad nr a colored water. This 
placebo acts like a charm in these cases, 
for when I go my rounds and ask the 
placebo patients how they feel after tak 
ing this medicine they declare the rem 
edy excf^ent and want to know wby 1 
did not pesoribe il for them before. 


"One thing that surprises me liere ta 
the way criminals charged with mon 
atrousorimos secure tho sympathy ot 
tiiose women who are of abeuevoleut cn 
oharitable turn of mind. These orimi 
iials ponr alleged stories of their fall 
from graoe and innooence into tho earn 
of theie confiding people, bnt in nine 
«■sea out 0t ten where tke priionar ia 
balped and geta out be or aba wakea 
■port of tb>ow»dnlity << the benafactor, «*

One 
instance among the many might be 
mentioned. Several years ago a young 
man started up in the grocery business 
here. Perley W. Flail, then traveling 
for a grocery, firm called to sell the 
young man his stock. The new grocer 
selected a $10t» stock. 


''Why don't you stock up your store 


and do business:"' asked Mr. Burridge 
who witnesriud the giving of the meli- 
gre order. 


The new grocer said he could buy no 


more goods on account of financial rea- 
sons. 
Mr. Biirridgc instructed tlie 


drummer to Hell the grocer all the 
•roods he wanted and Unit lie (Mr. Bur- 
ridge) would see that the bill WHS paid. 
The grocer started out with a good 
slock and a good business.

The man who tried to get along 
found a friend and helper in "Uncle

CAST HIS LOT WITH BLACKS. 


A Wlilte IUnn Who Van Brought Tip 


Among: Slaves. 


Tnko tho CMC of Rov. W. J. White, 


the editor of a Baptist weekly published 
nt Augusta, Ga. White is a man of in- 
telligence and integrity, and his ac- 
count of his early life has uever been 
disputed. 


Briefly this is tho fitory: A few ycnrs 


before tho war a dark faced hoy made 
his appearance 011 a largo Georgia pluu- 
tatiou. He WHS supposed to he a mulat- 
to, and when tho planter died tho 
youngster was sold with tho estate. 


After the war this alleged mulatto 


picked up an education and investigated 
his ancestry. Ho was not much sur- 
prised to learu that he did not havo a 
particle of negro blood in his veins. Hie 
mother was an Indian and hit; father 
was a white man. 


"\\hilo •svas iwt long in deciding to 


cast his lot with tho blacks. Ho had al- 
ways been classed with them. It seemed 
to be tho will of the Almighty that ho 
should share the burdens of the negro 
race, and ho uiitdo up his mind to stick 
to his old companions. 


Ho prospered and became a leador 


amoug (ho people. Ho has tho respeofc 
and confidence of both races, hut ho has 
never attempted, to rise above what ho 
believes to be his divinely ordained 
Hphero. It is easy to fire at a glance that 
this man is not a mulatto or a quad- 
roon, for his mixed Indian and Cau- 
casian blood cannot, be mistaken ; but ho 
has no desire to cut loose from tho es- 
slaves with whom he has spent the 
best years of his life. 


Many of the white ministers of his 


denomination know the peculiar facts 
of his case, and they treat him with 
great consideration. Uncomplr.ininKly 
he leads his life of self sacrifice, and his 
only object seems to be the advancement 
of his adopted race. Ho mairied a mu- 
latto and submits to all tho laws and 
social distinctions which separate the 
two racL-s in the south. 


Few men similaily situated would 


have followed White's example. As a 
rule, people of Indian and white parent- 
age claim to bo tho pncial equals of Ihe 
whites, and if they have a Pocahontas 
strain in their blood (hey are proud of 
it.—Chicago Times-Herald.

No intelligent workiu^mnu can 
read it and continue to believe that free 
coinage will raise bis wii^os. He will 
Im suro that if free coinage gives us 
cheap money, HH tlio farmers expect, 
it will certainly reduce MH iwtutil 
wafers. A wage earner may vote for 
Bryan after reading thin pamphlet, but 
it will ho lor other reasons than any ex- 
pi'ctt'd benefit to wages. 


Mr. Warner studies the effect of 


cheap money experiments in Japan, 
Chiim, India, Chile, British Honduras, 
Mexico and in this country, mirt in ev- 
ery case he finds unmistakable evidence 
that cheap silver mid paper moneys have 
lowered wages. Wherever money has 
been depreciating in value prices have 
been rising, while wages have changed 
nut at all or havori-sim less rapidly than 
prices. As u result the wago naruer is 
constantly losing ground, though, ho 
may not know why he has to work 
harder to keep himself and family. 
Consequently Ibo manufacturers and 
oilier employers of labor in silver stand- 
ard countries nro benefited by a depre- 
ciating currency. They find iu silver 
money tho slickest possible scheme of 
reducing wages without tho consent or 
knowledge of their employees. 


In MoxHru, wiiero tho workingmcn 


aro Knoli chumps that they do not know 
when the valuo of their dollars is de- 
clining, tho big employers c:m keep tho 
country on-iho silver standard, but even 
iu such backward countries as Chile and 
British Honduras tho wago earners 
could not ho imposed upon forever by 
silver and other cheap money. No class 
of citizens rejoiced more limn the wago 
earners when these countries, a short 
time ago, stopped "monkeying" with 
silver and adopted tho Btamhtrd of tlio 
eivilixi'd world—gold. 


Mr. Warner quotes numerous admis-

pending in tho Uuited States eenatp 
menus that airy person owning silver 
bullion to the value of $C2 may deliver 
it to any United States mint and' re- 
ceive for it JOG legal lewder dollars! It 
meant! that tho government shall coin, 
frco of charge, iu standard or legal teii- 
der silver dollars, all tho silver bullion 
that may bo presented to it, and thus 
pay a premium of 48 per cent to every 
holder of silver bullion. 


"When it is remembered that tho silver 


producing interest embraces but on in- 
finitesimal portion of tho jwoplo of tho 
country as compared with those who 
produce iron, eoal, cotton, cottons, 
woolens, wheat and other products of 
tho farm, tlio monstrous in justice of tho 
government paying to one petty cli 
of producers nearly double Iho value of 
their products should make every honest 
minded citizen recoil agaiusb it . In 
short, frco silver coinage means that 
tho government shall buy all the silver 
bullion offered at nearly double its mar- 
ket value. 


But tho paternalism of tho govern- 


ment toward tho eilvor producers in 
paying nearly double the market value 
for all their product would be but a 
small portion of tho appalling wrong 
that must bo done to the country by the 
establishment of such a financial ..sys- 
cm. Tho day that the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver on a basis of 16 
to 1 filial 1 bo adopted by this govern- 
ment would witness tho entire change 
if our financial system from a gold to .a 
silver basis, and this government would 
take rank with tho pagan and aemicivi- 
lixed nations of tho world, and forfeit 
lie credit and confidence of thj^great 
civilized nations that have so livrgely 


idcd our advancement, and without 


which wo could not maintain commer- 
cial and industrial prosperity for a day.

row money, it would bo required to pay 
$3 for $1, us Mexico, China had Japan 
now do, and labor would have little if 
any increase in wages, while the dollar 
earned would produce only 50 cents' 
worth of tho necessaries of lift—Phila- 
delphia Times.

It is a duty you 
owe your families and yourselves to care- 
fully study the arguments presented by 
both sides.

But 
a doctor in Scotland has extended its 
utility in n romarkublo way. Ho has a 
largo and scattered practice, and wo 
gather from Tho Medical Press and, Cir- 
cular that when ho goes on long rounds 
he carries a number of pigeons with 
him.

tients require medicine at once ho writes 
out prescriptions, and by means of tho 
pigeons forwards them to his surgery. 
Here an assistant gota the messages, 
prepares the prescriptions and dispatches 
tho medicine. If, after visiting a pa- 
tient, the doctor thinks ho will be re- 
quired later in the day, ho simply leaves 
a pigeon, which is employed to summon 
hi in if necessary. To this enterprising 
physician the keeping of carrier pigeons 
moans a saving of time, espouse and 
labor.

to tho caro and medical tieutmout of flic 
inmates of tho Tombs, or city orison, 
Dr. O. J. Ward undoubtedly has one of 
tho rnoet interesting fields of professions! 
practice and study. It extends among v 
class of patients which, taken all in 
all, aro hardly to to duplicated uuy- 
whoro else. 


It WHS not to dilate on tho valuable 


opportunities to science presented to tho 
city prison physician for the making of 
a study or specialty of criminology in 
his calling, however, that I visited Dr. 
Ward recently, but to ascertain from 
him Rome of the more interesting details 
of his work and experience. I found 
him evidently about 55 years old, with 
pleasant «ud kindly features. When ho 
spoke, ho expressed himself meditatively 
and to tho point. His words were well 
weighed, and there could be uo miscon- 
struing his meaning. 


"Oh, there is no doubt of tho Tombs 


being a fine pluco to mako n study in 
the line of criminology,"saidDr. Ward 
when I first broached tho subject of my 
visit and alluded to tho field open iu 
this lino, "Tho material is here, and the 
opportuniites for observation are unlim- 
ited." 


In answer to my question as to the 


physical condition of the prisoners at 
toe Tombs and their ailments the phy- 
sician replied: 


"About 70 percout of all that come 


in hero suffer from some gastric aud 
nervous troubles, the results of dissipa- 
tion. Thirty-five per cent of these are or 
have been addicted to tho opium or 
morphine habit. After these opiate vic- 
tims have boon here a short while uud 
their access to their favorite drug cut 
off their sufferings become pitiable to 
u degree. 


"I have had patients hero of this 


class," ho continued, "to whom I had 
to administer as high as SO grains of 
morphine in ouo day to save their lives 
This dofio would be sufficient to kill 
about five ordinary persons not accus- 
tomed to tho drug." 


That victims to the opium and mor- 


phiiio habits should furnish as ninny as 
85 out of every 100 criminals lauding 
in the city prison, when tho police and

other authorities of the city are pro- 
claiming that tho opon Bale or use of 
thcso drags has been entirely suppressed 
or stamped out, somewhat bnrpriscd 
me, and I asked Dr. Ward whence this 
particular class of prisoners came from. 


"The 
alcoholic patients are prin- 


cipally from the upper section, of the 
city, but tho morphine or opium vic- 
tims, as a rule, all come from the lower 
pare of tho city," ho replied. "One of 
the most pitiable subjects of tho opium 
hubifc that en mo here was George Appo, 
the green goods operator, who is the son 
of Quimbo Appo, the Chinese murderer. 
Appo testified, before the Lexow com- 
mittee ngaius't McNally, the king of 
the green goods mnu. Appo had nof 
been iu tho Tombs without his opium 
for over a few days when the waut of 
the drug began to assert itself on his 
entire system. Hia moans and groans at 
night fairly kept awake and annoyed 
all the prisoners in tho other colls on 
the KUIIIG corridor." 


Ono curious feature, from a medical 


standpoint, about tJio Tombs prisoners 
Is that they almost immediately become 
seized with the impression that they 
nro suffering from oil sorts of ailments 
and want treatment. They ruminate 
over their old complaints and shout for 
tho doctor, whereas if they were at 
home they would never think of need- 
ing medical attendance. 


With the habitual criminal or "re- 


peaters" and "revolvers," as they are 
called, this is not tho cr.se. These know 
the regulations of the prison and under- 
stand that tho least troublesome way to 
get along is to cause as little annoyance 
as possible. It is rern^rkable also to no- 
tice how newcomers to the city prison 
quite re.'tfh'ly become reconciled to the 
surroundings. Tho first day they appar- 
ently feel their degradation, but in a 
few days it is wonderful to behold 
them, laughing and joking about their 
predicaments. 


EqvKilly remarkable is tho way tho 


newcomers, or ut leatit those committed 
for potty offenses, will take to lionizing 
aud looking up to thofio committed 
the higher grades of crime, such as 
murder and bunk robbery. 


"A class of people who nro great at 


feigning illness aro those wbo come 
down, hero from tho workhouse on 
Blaokwell'a island," said Dr. Word fur- 
ther. "Aa soon as I hoar of these 
complaining and find them in a normal 
'condition I toll them they requiro no 
-medicine, and if they take any it will 
'do thorn itv>re harm than good. 
If they 


are persistent after my examination or 
advice, why, I give them a prescription 
calling for placebo, which is really 
something ip the name of a medicine 
oiijy, but in reality composed of pills of 
common bread nr » colored water. Tim 
placebo acts liko a charm in thcso cases, 
for when I go my rounds ami ask tho 
placebo patients how they feel after tak- 
ing thin niodiciHO they deuluro tho rem- 
edy excellent and want to know why I 
did not prescribe it for them before. 


"Ono thing that surprises mo bore is 


the way criminals charged with men 
strous crimes secure tho sympathy ot 
thoso women who are of n benevolent 01 
charitably turn of mind. These crimi- 
nals pour alleged stories of their foil 
from grace and innocence into tho ears 
of tup AD confiding puoplo, bat iu niuo 
cases out of tun whore tl;.o prisoner is 
helped and gets out ho or she makes 
apart of theorednlityof the benefactor," 
concluded Dr. "Ward as he stopped out' 
of his offloQ to mako his rounds.—Now
